NEW JER SEY traffic engineer reports that on the two-lane 


■ highwavs of that state there are 2.7 5 accidents to every 
million vehicle-miles, whereas on the three-lane highways the 
rate I- 3.51 and on the four-lane highw ays it is 3 . 6 1. 
His ex­ 
planation is that the wider the road the more flexible the m o v e ­ 
ment of traffic from one side of the road to the other. 
'1 he three-lane highway has a danger all its own, because 
of the uncertainty of right of way on the center lane, but there 
is no reason why increasing the width of highways in general 
should increase the likelihood of accident, except the factor in 
hum an nature which provides that the greater the opportunity 
for accidents the greater the num ber ot accidents. 
T he driver 
and not the highway is at fault in most instances. 
The two-lane 
or the four-lane highway' can be divided down the middle b\ 
islands of grass or concrete, 
l ighting can be improved. 
1 ia t­ 
tic signals can be used to m ake dangerous intersections sater. 
Sidewalks and paths can help to keep pedestrians off the high­ 


w ay . 
W hen the traffic engineer in New Jersey says that a wide 
highway m akes for flexibility of m o vem ent from one side of 


the road to the other he say s, in eidect, that the wider the high­ 
way the greater the tem ptation to some drivers to get off their 


o w n side of the road, perhaps in an effort to pass other cars, 
perhaps merely because the road is broad and inviting. 
J here 
is no physical reason why a ’.vide highway should be more d an­ 
gerous than a narrow one, for it can accom m odate more traf­ 
fic; if the figures indicate that width breeds accidents it is be­ 
cause the careless or selfish driver influences the figures. 


FRACTIONS OF CENTS 


In the cost ascertainm ent report of the post office departm ent 
appears a paragraph which illustrates the importance of the cent as a 
multiplicand. 
Tn the sale of stam ped envelopes and newspaper w rap­ 
pers in quantities of less th a n 500 Uncle Sam charges a full cent when­ 
ever a fraction of a cent appears in the am ount due. 
In the fiscal year 
1936 the “accumulated excess'' from this source amounted to $158,871.28. 
This unassignable revenue was the result of 15.887.128 separate sales. 
Not one of the purchasers felt the pinch when Uncle Sam profited by 
the breakage. 
Yet the revenue derived from this source came to a tidy 
sum. though it seems tiny rath er th an tidy in comparison with fch* grand 
total of $566,000,000 in total revenues from postal operations. 


RISING WATERS 


While vivid recollections of the floods of less than a year ago still 
remain, a recurrence of these disasters is visited upon extensive sections of 
the country at a time when weather conditions normally contribute to 
the intensity of hum an sufferings. 
Reoorts of conditions in a stretch of territory extending from 
W estern Pennsylvania to Arkansas indicate the swift developments of 
another grave crisis. 
With thousands driven from their homes by the 
rising waters, property \alued at millions destroyed and bitter cold and 
snow creating the danger of widespread sickness, the situation Is in many 
respects far more menacing than that arising from the floods of a year 
ago. 
Even now. with the streams reaching record high levels, there have 
been a score of deaths and many are missing. 
All available hum an 
agencies are being employed#Lo control the danger to life, and it is the 
efficiency with which they are functioning that is preventing the disas­ 
ter from assuming more distressing form. 
Unfortunately, when the floodgates of the heavens are thrown 
wide open, as they have been for m a n y days, the hand of man can 
oiler but feeble resistance. 


WHAT OF THE LINDBERGH REWARD? 


Immediately after the kidnaping ol the Lindbergh baby, A. Harry 
Moore, who was governor of New Jersey a ’ the time, acting under author­ 
ity vested in him by law, authorized a reward not to exceed $25,000 lor 
the arrest and conviction of the person or persons responsible for the 
crime. 
The kidnaper and m urderer oi the child has been tried, convicted 
and executed. 
Nevertheless N \v Jersey has never paid the reward of­ 
fered by the chief executive of the state government. 
This neglect constitutes a violation of a moral obligation and one 
which can hardly be justified on any ground. 
The state of New Jersey, 
through the medium of its governor, pledged the paym ent of a cer­ 
tain sum of money to anyone who would aid in the solution of this 
mystery. 
Certain men were directly responsible for the arrest of H aupt­ 
m ann and for the positive establishment of the fact that he was the 
possessor of the ransom money. 
There are, of course, numerous claim­ 
ants upon the reward, but for the most part their claims are based 
upon palpably inadequate grounds. 
No great difficulty should be ex­ 
perienced in determining just which of these claims should receive just 
and serious consideration and how the reward should be distributed.

PITTSBURG H , Jan. 26 —W heth­ 
er or not the construction of 10 pro­ 
posed dam s on the Allegheny and 
M onongahela rivers would elim inate 
the danger of floods and just what 
effect they would have on the level 
of the rivers, was being determ ined 
today by a special corps of U. S. 
Engineers. 
Throughout the flood period in 
the Upper Ohio valley they have 
been conducting a series of im port­ 
ant experim ents involving the pro­ 
posed series of flood control dams. 
Just What Effect 
The engineers, according to Col. 
W. E. R. Covell, in charge in the 
Pittsburgh district have been cal­ 
culating just w hat effect each of 
the proposed dams would have on 
the water level of Pittsburgh’s two 
Ohio tributaries. 
W hen the flood figures are com ­ 
plete, they will be able to tell just 
how m uch the ten dams would have 
reduced the flood crest in P itts­ 
burgh, Covell said. 
It has been estim ated, according 
to Covell, that the 
St. 
Patrick's 
Day flood, w hich reached the record 
height of 46.2 feet, could have been 
reduced to 38 feet had the dams 
been in operation.

George H. Earle today was placed 
in the position ol being forced to 
chose between the “lesser of two 
evils" a.v powerful ITemocratic blocs 
moved toward legalizing horse rac­ 
ing 
and 
pari-mutuel 
betting in 
Pennsylvania. 
Despite reports floating about the 
Capitol that the chief executive has 
arrrded ?o “pressure” exerted upon 
him. Governor Earle stood firm on 
his plan to “study the matter” be­ 
fore committing himself. 
Rep. Charles Melchiore, Phila­ 
delphia Democrat, introduced a bill 
on the subject. A similar measure 
was expected to be introduced to­ 
day in the upper chamber bv Sen. 
John H. Dent, Westmoreland Demo­ 
crat. 
Raise Two Million 
The bill was designed to raise 
some $2,000.000 annually and would 
create a racing committee of three 
persons, who would receive salaries 
of $10,000 a year each and serve for 
six years. 
The blocs found support of Sec­ 
retary of Revenue John B. Kelly, 
also 
Democratic 
co-chairman 
of 
Philadelphia. 
In an effort to “set the public 
straight” on how he stood on the 
matter, the chief executive called a 
press conference which developed 
open differences between Kelly and 
the governor. Said the governor: 
“Personally, I enjoy horse racing. 
I go to the tracks two or three times 
a year and don’t mind saving I 
place a few bets while I am there. 


Patronize Other Slates 
‘‘In favor of horse racing there is 
this to say: Thousands of Pennsyl­ 
vanians patronize tracks in nearby 
states taking money from this state 
that might be used for relief or 
other purposes. 
‘ Again horse racing there is this 
to be considered: A great percent­ 
age of our population is on relief, 
receiving barely enough to obtain 
the bare necessities of life. Legalized 
horse racing might provide a temp­ 
tation to such persons to use their 
relief money for betting in the hope 
that they might be able to obtain 
comforts and luxuries now denied 
them. 
“Before I would sponsor a bill 
authorizing horse racing with bet­ 
ting in Pennsylvania I would have 
to be convinced it, would not cause 
the suffering and havoc reported in 
other states.”
